1 . WE DO NOT LIKE ANYTHING IN THE UK DEL (DOT) PROPOSAL 
REGARDING BERLIN AIR SERVICES. THRE ARE SEVERAL ISSUES 
AT STAKE. FIRST OF ALL, FLIGHTS BETWEEN BERLIN AND 
INTERNATIONAL DESTINATIONS HAVE BEEN A CONTENTIOUS 
ISSUE BETWEEN THE THREE WESTERN ALLIES AND THE SOVIET 
UNION FOR AT LEAST 16 YEARS. THE SOVIETS HAVE STRENUOUSLY 
MAINTAINED THAT WESTERN CARRIERS MAY ONLY OPERATE FLIGHTS 
FROM BERLIN TO DESTINATIONS IN THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC.WE 
HAVE MAINTAINED WITH EQUAL VIGOR AND SOUNDER JUSTIFICATION, 

THAT ALLIED FLAG CARRIERS MAY FLY BETWEEN BERLIN AND ANY 
OTHER DESTINATION WITHOUT ANY RESTRICTIONS WHATSOEVER. 

SOVIETS OBVIOUSLY WANT TO CURTAIL THE SCOPE OF BERLIN S 
AIR SERVICES WHICH ARE VITAL TO THE SURVIVAL OF THE 
CONFIDENTIAL

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CITY. WE IN TURN HAVE SOUGHT JUST THE OPPOSITE AND 
HAVE BACKED UP OUR WORDS WITH ACTIONS. SPECIFICALLY 
IN 1964, WHEN PANAMERICAN ANNOUNCED ITS DIRECT SERVICE 
FROM BERLIN TO NEW YORK AND RETURN, THE SOVIETS 
LAUNCHED AN EXTENSIVE DIPLOMATIC CAMPAIGN INCLUDING 
PUBLIC ATTACKS TO ATTEMPT TO FORESTALL THIS SERVICE. 

IT WAS SUCCESSFULLY RESISTED AND SET A STANDARD FOR 
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NUMEROUS INTERNATIONAL FLIGHTS TO AND FROM BERLIN, 
WHICH NOW NUMBER ABOUT 8,000 PER YEAR( PRIMARILY 
CHARTERS). 

2. A SECOND ISSUE IS THE CONSTANCY OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND ALLIED COMMITMENT TO BERLIN. IT WOULD BE REPUGNANT, 
IN OUR VIEW, FOR THE UNITED STATES TO SET ITS HAND TO A 
DOCUMENT WHICH EVEN IMPLIES THERE IS ANY DISPOSITION ON 
THE PART OF THE UNITED STATES TO CONSIDER A CHANGE OF THE 
STATUS OF BERLI. SUCH A FORMULATION WOULD FLY 

IN THE FACE OF RECENT USG PUBLIC AFFIRMATIONS OF OUR 
COMMITMENT TO THE CITY, SUCH AS THAT OF VICE PRESIDENT 
MONDALE DURING HIS VISIT HERE IN IANUARY (" THE UNITED 
STATES STANDS BY ITS COMMITMEN TO USE WHATEVER MEANS 
MAY BE NECESSARY TO RESIST ANY ATTEMPT TO UNDERMINE THE 
FREEDOM OF THIS CITY"), AND THE FOUR POWER SUMMIT 
DECLARATION ON BERLIN IN MAY. 

3. IN SHORT, THIS IS NOT A TECHNICAL MATTER, AND ANY 
DISCUSSION THEREOF IN CIV AIR NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD BE 
AVOIDED, WHATEVER THE CONTEXT.
